Th* Kremlin's tactics as we start th* new decade are based 
upon the increasingly dynamic use ef Russia's growing ecenemic and 
Industrial power plus tbs continue d employment of its massive 
subversive apparatus. Harnessed to this is the m e nds t o passed out 
to tbs Communist Parties of th* world that they should espouse the 
cause of nationalism in the new and emerging states.
